Charging "Keepers 


LAMENTION of goalkeepers reminds 
me that there ‘is a lot of mis- 
understanding fn local football as to 
how, when ond where a goalkeeper. 
may .be charged. Goalkeepers and 
others look askance at the referee 
if he allows a keeper to be charged 
and some forwards slink away from 
a goalkeeper an though he ix some 
“untouchable.” :

“It fa a plan that calls for co- 
opcration of all the world's producing 
countrics nnd those who have inter- 
ents In off producing areas, It is a 
combined diplomatic and economic 
programme that envisages a World- 
wide petroleum control organisation. 
As yet, however, the” programme 
has not .been.advanced to the point 


where -it-can be. accurately sald

« The programme has two basic purpo: 
(1) to eliminate friction among natio 
and (2)-to inaugurate a world oll con 
servation movement, 

The United States domestic ofl situa- 
tion has not yet become acute, but there 
have been periodic warnings {rom leaders 
in industry and in government that con- 
tinued prodigality with respect to this 
country’s oil reserves cannot long -con- 
unue.

“The British Imperialists,” the 
article says, “try to explain their 
expansion in the Near East by re- 
{erring to the necessity for protect- 
ing the Mediterranean route to India, 
This is advanced to’ cover up the 
fact’ that the Incrensed  pearetime 
Army. hos the alm of maintaining 
and tightening the oppression of tho 
peoples of India, Malayn, the Dutch 
Indies, Egypt, Palestine, Iraq, and 
broadening Britain’s ‘domination 
over the peoples of other countries 
of the Near and Middle East," 


“The. root of the whole situation,” 
the article considers," is the loss by 
Britain of domination of the seas. 


“Britain has been forced to re- 
nounce her dominnting position in 
the Pacific; it appears that Austra- 
Ma's defence’ is dictated not by 
Lonion but by Washington.”

ECONOMIC CONTROLS 
TO ‘CONTINUE IN UK

London, Nov, 14. 
Prime Minister Attlee told the 
Natlonal Union of Manufacturers to- 
day that Britain would retain econo- 
mic controls as long as there were 
shortages. Controls 
laxed os shortages disappear. 


The Prime Minister: said he be- 
lieved the relationship: between the 
Government and industry .must -be 
Nexible, “It has been and will be 
our endeavour that there should be 
close co-operation between workers 
and management and Government,” 
he said. : . 

Mr Attlee told manufacturers that 
“a very large number of important 
economic. controls have | been 
abolished.” He said manufacturers 
might desire the lifting of the re- 
maining controls but “I‘am sure 
that {f oll these were Mfted you 
would find that “while “there ‘are 
some abolition of which you thought 
would be a greit advantage -to you 
there’ are others which you would 
wish to retain. The “most outstand- 
ing reason for continuance of con- 
trols ‘is the existence. of shortages, 
some of which are as bad os during 
the war or even worse.”—United 
Press."
